If Healthy Man’s Stomach Is 
Empty, He Needs 
Food. 
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Dr. John F. Ciarkx, proprietor uo. a 
sanitarium at 1715 North Jefferson ave- 
nue, assertcd on the witness stand in 
Judge Allen's court that he could ascer- 
tain whether a man was suffering froma 
headache by holding a lighted match 
near his head. 

He had testified for the plaintiff in 
the case of Joseph Stephens against the 
St. Louis and Tennessee River Packet 
Co.. and was being cross-examined by 
Benjamin Schnurmacher, attorney for 
the defendant. 


Certain of His Ground. 


In the course of his interrogations, 
Schnurmacher asked Dr. Clark if he 
was certains Stephens had a headache 
‘at a specific time he called on him. 

“TIT am,” said Clark. 

“Can yeu always tell if a man has a 
headache?” 

“Year.” 

“Cap you tell if I have one?” 

“Veg.” 

“How do you do it?”

Subsequently Dr. Clarit told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that when Stephens 
entered his office his eyes were drowsy. 
Dr. Clark held a match above his head, 
and, when the man turned his eyes. up 
to it, they dilated and the man became 
pate. This showed the headache. 

Has Other Good Tests, 

As a further test, Dr. Clark had the 
man tip his head forward, and his face 
became congested. Dr. Clark struck 
his knee sharply while the man was 
sitting. At the second blow the jerk in 
response was feeble. 

“Learning whether a man is hungry 
is as easy,’ r. Clark said. “If his 
pulse, reich iy and temperature are 
normal, if his ngue is clean and he 
has a hale complexion, I try the per- 
cussion note over his stomach—tapping 
the back of my finger. That tells me 
whether his stomach is empty. If it is 
empty, I know the man is hungry. 
Isn’t that simple enough? It seems to 
me even a lawyer ought to know that.”

Business Men Urged to Attend 
Meeting of Delegates Tonight 
and Demand Removal. 

At Tuesday night’s meeting of the 
House of Delegates, when a resolution

It is 
taken for granted that the recipients of 
the letters favor the removal of Naugh- 
ton, who has been convicted of being an 
aecessory to bribery, and sentenced to 
Jail for six months. 


LONE SWEDE BOMBARDS ROYAL 
CASTLE OF NORWAY WITH RIFLE 














Ruler’s Absence, Declaring In- 


tention to Assassinate. 


CHRISTIANA, Norway, March 10.—A 
Swede, apparently insane, fusilladed the 
royal castle here with a rifle at noon 
today. He fired altogether a dozen bul- 
lets, several of which crashed through 
the windows and imbedded themselves 
in the interior walls of the castle. 

The man was promptly seized by the 
police and disarmed. At the police sta- 
tion he declared that it was his inten- 
tion to kill King Haakon. He still had 
40 or 50 cartridges in his pockets. 

King Haaken and Queen Maud were 
absent from the castle.

None of the palace officials or servants 
was injured. 


GENETTI PLEADS GUILTY TO 
COLOGNA MURDER: 30 YEARS 


Miner Who Set Infernal Machine 
Already Sentenced to Fifteen 
Years in Prison. 

Joseph Genetti, the miner who re- 
cently was sentenced to 15 years in the 
Penitentiary for the murder of his 
cousin, August Genetti, pleaded guilty 
in the Belleville Circuit Court Tuesday 
morning to the murder of Louis Co- 
logna, August's chum, and was sen- 

sentenced to serve 15 more years. 

Genetti, who placed an infernal ma- 
chine in the tool chest of August Genet- 
ti in Collinsville mine No. 17 last August, 
must serve 4 years. Judge Holder Tues- 
day sustained the State’s demurrer to 
the special pleading that Genettt’s .ife 


had been twice )..ced in jeopardy for 
the same offense.

A conference was held in the Assist- 
ant Prosecuting Attorney’s office Mon- 
day afternoon. Mr. Ittner fought against 
putting the fire escapes on the build- 
ings, but Building Commissioner Smith 
forced him to admit that the one fire 
escape on the Collinwood (O.) school re- 
sulted in the saving of many lives. 

Building Commissioner Smith says 
that either the outside or the fireproof 
inclosed interior stairway will meet the 
requirements of the law and afford am- 
ple means of escape from the buildings 
in case of fire. Mr. Smith recently re- 
fused to grant the Board of Education 
a permit to erect a new high school on 
Union boulevard, Kensington and Fair- 
mount avenues unjil the Board agreed 
to put on fire pies. 

Want Exemption From Law. 


In an effort to avoid the fire-escape 
law Mr. Ittner wrote to Commissioner 
Smith stating that the School Board 
would have a bill introduced in the next 
Legislature and urge its passage to ex- 
empt school boards from compliance 
with the public safety act. Mr. Smith 
persisted in his refusal to grant the 
permit, was sustained by the Board of 
Appeals, and finally the School Board 
yielded and agreed to put on the fire 
escapes. 

Mr. re- 
porter that he had nothing to add to 
the formal statement given out by Mr. 
Falkenhainer and that the Board would 
begin putting on the fire escapes as 
early as possible, giving each school in- 
dividual attention. 

The decision of the School Board ren- 
resentetives Was reached only after the 
Post-Dispatch had shown the real dan- 
gers of the conditions that exist in the 
older school buildings in St. Louis. The 
day of the disastrous fire in Collin- 
wood, O.. in which 167 school children 
lost their lives, Post-Dispatch reporters 
pegan an inspection of the non-fireproo: 
schools in this city. 

Buildings Found Unsafe. 

The following day a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter accompanied Factory Inspector 
Sikes and Fire Chief Swingley on a 
tour of imspection, and the result of 
their investigation showed that many of 
the school buildings in this city were 
unsafe, especially the older buildings, 
which have fo fire escapes, and the in-

clared emphatically that the public 
school buildings were dangerous, and 
that no time should be lost in putting

Board Not Amenable?. 


Building Commissioner Smith has been 
trying for several years to get the 
School Board to comply with the fire- 
escape law, but the Board, under an 
opinion of its attorney, held that it was 
not amenable to the laws and refused 
to put on the fire-escapes. It was only 
after the Collinwood disaster, in which 
so many children lost their lives, that 
the authorities eguid stir the Schoo! 
Board to action. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Falk- 
enhainer said he thought {ft was better 
for the Board.to voluntary comply with 
the law than to institute prosecutiong to 
test the statute.

BUILDING IN ST. LOUIS 
SHOWS 9 PER CENT GAIN 


1907, Permits Totaled 
$1,703,492; This Year They 
Were $1,857,957. 


Official reports from 50 cities, com- 
piled by the American Contractor, Chi- 
cago, show that the building industry 
in St. Louis increased 9 per cent in 
February, 1908, over the same month 
last year. It also is shown that, while 
the decrease in building in the cities 
named was 33 per cent, New York and 
San Francisco are responsible for near- 
ly the entire amount. 

In February, 1907, the building per- 
mits for St. Louis aggregated $1,703,4y2. 
This year the amount for the month 
was $1,857,957. New York, in February 
last year, spent $11,757,087 for building, 
while in February, 1908, the permits 
amounted to only $4,808,627, a decrease 
of 59 per cent.

When a patient bitten by a mad dog 
ils taken to the hospital, an injection 
from the cord is introduced into his 
system, and though too weak to give 
him hydrophobia, is strong enough to 
set up a vigorous reaction against it. 

To inoculate the rabbits, a drill like 
a screw driver is used to bore a hole 
through their skulls. Customarily, the 
animals are not chloroformed. It is.as- 
serted by the doctors that the drilling 
through their foreheads causes them 
little pain. The dogs, having thicker 
skulls and a greater sensibility to pain, 
are alwavs anesthetized. 

The rabbits and guinea pigs are used 
in doubtful cases where a diagnosis does 
not disclose definitely whether a patient 
has tuberculosis or some other con- 
tazious disease. If the patient is in- 
fected the animal dies. If he is without 
disease, the animal survives for an- 
other test. 

Heart Blood Pumped. 

Bleeding of the inoculated rabbits is 
frequent. Mostly, a slit is made in the 
ear. But often, when this is unsatisfac- 
tory, a more direct method is employed. 

The rabbit is tied firmly to a table, so 
that it cannot move. Then the keen point 
of a hyperdermic syringe is’ thrust 
through. its breast into its heart, and 
the life-blood pumped out. Strange to 
say, the animals sometimes survive this 
vivisection. The blood is examined mi- 
erescopically, and many truths of im- 
portance learned, the doctors say. 

A dog is often given hydrophobia just 
to see whether the doctors will be able 
to cure him. Guinea pigs are given 
ptomaine poisoning so that its symptoms 
be studied.

BLL” TUCKER, 


AGED DETECTIVE, 
DIES SUDDENLY 


i 


Veteran Thief-Taker Was 
Next to Last of Harri- 
gan’s Pupils. 








The sudden death of “Old Bill” Tuck- 
er Monday night leaves only one pupil 
of the old Harrigan school of detectives 
in the Police Department. The surviv- 
ing member is George Badger; now Sean 
of the Detective Bureau. After spend- 
ing Monday at his desk In the Bertillon 
room, Detective Tucker went home at 5 


p. m., apparently in good health. Six 
hours later, surrounded by his wife and 
other members of his family, he died of 
heart failure. 

Tucker was 71 years old ‘and bore an 
international reputation as a thief 
catcher. His first experierice in that 
line was during the Civil War, when he 
was detailed as a policeman at “Camp 
Jackson.” His greatest ambition during 
the last ~ears of his life was to write 
a history of his experiences at the 
camp. 

Describes Soldier Camp. 

“It was a great place in those days,”’ 
he used to say. “It extended from Sum- 
mit avenue—now Ewing—which was 
then beyond the city limits, to west 
of what is now Grand avenue. My 
headquarters were in a little Drick house 
that still stands just west of the Man- 
chester Avenue Police Station. Some day 
when I get time I’m going to get al! 
the data together and write a history 
of those old days.”’ 

Tucker and Badger, together with Jim 
Tracey, now dead, under the direction 
of the late Maj. Harrigan, cleared up 
the mysterious murder of Charles Ar- 
thur Preller in the Southern Hotel. 
They followed a clew all the way to 
New Zealand and brought back to the 
United States Hugh Brooks ilaxwell. 
»Many other murder mysteries were 
solved by Tucker, and the capture of 
many of the most daring criminals of 
the past was credited to his shrewd- 
ness. He was.classed as one of the 
‘‘brain workers” of the detective staff. 
He ran down the Florissant Valley 
murderers.

MME, GOULD I 
LEAVING PAR 
WITHOUT FUND 


Lacks Money to Pay Even Her 
Servants and Owes Large 
Amounts. 








PARIS, March 10.—Mme. Anna Gould, 
heavily in debt and practically without 
funds, has closed her mansion in the 


Bois de Boulogne and has gone to her 
country home, where she will remain 
until Wednesday. Then she will sail 
for New York on the North German 
Lloyd liner Kron Prince Wilhelm, and 
it is believed she will never return to 
France. Prince Helle de Sagan, to 
whom she is reported to have been mar- 
ried recently, has engaged passage on 
the same steamer. 

All Paris is talking today about. the 
Strange developments in Mme. Gould’s 
case. Commercial Paris is concerned 
chiefly with the debts she will leave be- 
hind when she sails for America. Their 
aggregate is unknown, but there ig no 
doubt that she is heavily involved. 


Left Creditors om Curb. 


When she closed her mansion she 
had no money with which to pay even 
her servants, and, when she whirled 
away in an automobile, she left a group 
of creditors, including her grocer, her 
butcher, her baker and the like, chatter- 
ing excitedly on the curb, threatening 
every conceivable legal action to force 
her to pay. She took the precaution to 
lock up everything of value in the house, 
taking away even the keys to the wine 
cellar, and, unless she returns some day 
with real money, her creditors will have 
to be satisfied with promises. They 
have plenty of them, at any rate. 

Mme. Gould’s extravagance in the 
fashionable shops has been proverbial, 
and her bills there must be very large. 
She had obtained heavy loans on per- 
sonal notes from Paris banks, but the 
bankers became alarmed by the fluctu- 
ations of the Gould stocks on the Amer- 
ican markets and recently declined to 
renew these notes. 

Society Finds It Amusing. 

Social Paris is talking, too. They do 
not have to worry about the dollars 
and cents phase of Mme. Gould's sudden 
departure, and so they are enjoying the 
affair hugely. 

There has been much to smile over 
in the former Countess’ marital ex- 
periences, in spite of the very evident 
unhappiness that has been her lot as 
a nobleman’s wife. Boni's extravagance 
at her expense has always been amus- 
ing, and his plight when his income 
ceased was more 80. _ 

Then came his famous. “‘spit battle’’ 
with his cousin, Prince Helie, and their 
appearance in court, followed by charges 
of forgery against Boni and the report 
of de Sagan's ardent courtship of Mme. 
Gould. Bont was known to be trying 
to reinstate himself in Mme. Gould's 
good graces and, incidentally, in her 
bank account; and the contest between 
Boni and Helle for a fortune that evi- 
dently doesn't exist brought more smiles. 
Then, when Mme. Gould was forced to 
confess to her gervants—some twenty 
men and women—that she could not pay 
their wages for at least three months, 
there was genuine laugh. 

The discussion of this woman's af- 
fairs has done more to familiarize the 
Paris public with American commercial 
and political affairs than any other 
one incident In years. So many re- 
ports—exaggerated and distorted as they 
may have been—have reached Paris of 
the “war on capital” in the United 
States that in many quarters it has 
come to be believed that the Gould 
fortunes have been seriously impaired. 
It ts doubtful whether Mme. Gould could 
obtain credit anywhere in Paris today.

GOV. JOHNSON’S AVAILABILITY. 

In the selection of party candidates it is per- 
fectly legitimate to take every element of a man’s 
popularity into consideration. 

This is a country of vast extent and of a di- 
versified population. It may easily happen that 
of two men equally acceptable in point of cliar- 
acter and ability one will be.found to have 
aroused antagonisms in certain sections which 
cennot fail to prove injurious and the other 
will possess advantages in some quarters which 
are quite as syre to be beneficial. Politicians, 
if men of sagacity, take these matters into ac- 


count. 
There is hero-worship, of course, which holds 


expediency in contempt and throws discretion to 
the winds, but hero worship is not now and never 
has been synonymous with shrewd politics or 
good business. In all the affairs of life men 
who control great enterprises investigate the 
¢vailability and popularity of applicants for high 
positions quite as closely as they do their char- 
acter and ability. Round pegs do not fit square 
holes. 

If these considerations are well weighed in 
financial, commercial and industrial spheres, 
nothing but infatuation can account for the re- 
fusal of politicians to give them due weight. 
Political parties worthy of the name cannot be 
dependant upon one man. They are never so 
strong as when they have many leaders, with a 
reasonable rivalry between them. 

The nomination of Gov. Johnson by the Demo- 
crats has been urged first on grounds of eminent 
fitness; secondly, on grounds of availability, in 
that he has not been involved in faction, and, 
thirdly, on the ground that in years character- 
ized by unexampled Democratic defeat he has 
shown by two notable victories that he is a vote 
getter. Everything in politics depends upon 
votes. Without votes the best men and the 
wisest policies aré of no avail. 

One reason why Gov. Johnson is a vote getter 
is to be found in the fact that as he is of Scan- 
dinavian parentage he has appealed with pe- 
culiar force to a great body of people who have 
usually cast their political lot with the Repub- 
licans. Mr. Johnson has been elected Governor 
cf Minnesota because he has detached this ele- 
ment from the opposition and embodied it in the 
‘Democratic organization. He has done this twice, 
the second time much more successfully than the 
first. He can do it again. 

There is reason to believe that Gov. Johnson, 
himself the son of immigrants, appeals with 
great force to many foreign-born voters not of 
Scandinavian descent, but, even if that were not 
the case, there are enougk of his own kin in 
this country, co-operating with Democrats, to 
elect him to the presidency. The table below 
shows the possibilities in this direction:

It is to be noted that under normal conditions 
a small percentage of change is sufficient to 
transfer the electorai vote of a State from one 
party column to another. Most of the states 
above named are regarded as safely Republican. 
Gov. Johnson’s nomination would make fighting 
ground of every one of them. 

From the standpoint of practical politics it is 
legitimate and necessary to shape the course of 
parties with reference to such considerations as 
tnese. Tilden, Hancock and Cleveland were nom- 
inated primarily because they were believed to be 
worthy of high honor, but there was another 
powerful reason. It was held that they could 
carry New York, Connecticut, New Jersey and 
Indiana, and thus, with the so-called solid South, 
be elected. If they had been residents of Illinois 
or of Kansas, not one of them would have been 
r.ominated. 

Astute politicians looking to success take no- 
tice of new men who develop popularity. In 
particular they give their attention to new men 
cuming upon the scene in doubtful states or in 
states which may be made doubtful.. The ap- 
pearance of Gov. Johnson in a section of the 
country usually Republican and at a time when 
few other Democrats have shown a capacity to 
win would seem to indicate him as the man of 
the hour. 

The best that can be said of any Democratic 
eandidate now is that his nomination would be 
an experiment. There would be no experiment, 
rowever, in fighting old battles over again. Mr. 
Bryan wac nominated in 1896 and 1900 because it 
was believed that he would carry the West and 
Northwest. He failed. If he was entitled to 
leadership then, Gov.

Vignaux held it 
for months without a protest, and then 
Willie Hoppe. a former protege of 
Schaefer, went abroad and challenged 
the veteran for the emblem. French- 
men looked upon his claims as presump- 
tuous and preposterous, but Hoppe made 
good in true American style, defeating 
the famous Frenchman in handy fash- 
ion and causing him to retire perma- 
nentliy from the game. 

That was in January, 1906, and Hoppe 
returned to this. country with flying 
colors. George Slosson challenged for 
the title and met defeat in March, 1906. 
The following October Schaefer met 
with no better success against the 
young man. In December Hoppe, then 
undertaking a trip to Holland to play 
in an academy, forfeited the emblem 
to George Sutton. 

In March, 1907, Schaefer challenged 
Sutton and defeated him in a memora- 
ble struggle in Chicago, as he did again 
in December last in Orchestra Hall aft- 
er a bitter contest.
